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pole of scienti:fl.e. medical study, unless the deceased person 
expressed a desire during his last illness that his body should be 
buried or cremated; sueh bodies shall be £quitably distributed 
among the medical colleges and schools in the state under such 
rules .and regulations as may be adopted by the state board of 
health, and the number so distributed shall be in proplrtion to the 
number of students matriculated at each medical college or school. 
The expense of such distribution shall be p&id by the medical col­
lege or school receiving the bodies. If there shall be more bodies 
than are required by the medical co~le,res or schools of the state, 
the same may be delivered to physicians in the shte, under such 
rules and regulations as may be adopted by the state board of health. 

SEc. 3. Duties of various o:fB.cers. It shall be the duty of every such 
coroner, undertaker, superint~:tndent or managing officer of a·p"!lblicasylum, 
hospital, plOr ho:use or penitentiary, as soon as any such bo:iy shall come 
into his custody, or as soon as any person shall die, whose body, under the 
provisions h~reof, should be delivered to a medicM college or school, to at 
once notify the secret!.ry of the state bovd of health by telegram of the 
fact, and to hold such body unburied for forty-eight hours thereafter, and 
to deliver the body to such medical college or school as the secretary of the 
state board of health may direct: It, however, such body is subsequently 
claimed by any relative or friend, it shall be at once, by the person or per­
sons having the s 1me in charge, or by the medical collega or school to which 
it has been delivered, surrendered to such relative or friend for burial. 

SEc. 4:. Body held subject to claim. Every medical college or school, 
or perso'l receiving the b:idy of any deceased person under the provisions 
hereof, shall hold the same for the period of sixty days, subjact to the 
claim of relatives or friends. 

SEC. 5. Penalties. Any coroner, undertaker, superintendent or man­
aging officer of any public asylum, hospital, poor houJe or penit~:tntia.ry 
within this state into whose hands t):;le body of a. deceased person shall come, 
which &hould be delivered to a me:Hcal college or school under the provi­
sions hereof, who shall willully neglect or refuse to notify the secretary of 
the state b:>ard of health of the existence of such bo:ly, or refuse to deliver 
the same to a medical c~llege or school upon the direction of the secretary 
of the state board of health, as herein provided, shall be guilty of a misde­
meanor, and up:>n conviction thereof be :fined any sum not exceeding 
:fifty dollars; and any person who shall .receive or deliver any body or 
remains knowing that any of the provisions of this act have been violated, 
shall be imprisoned in the penitentiary not more than two years, or :fined 
not exceeding twenty-five hundred dollars, or both.

That it shall be 
unlawful for any person to establish or operate any dye works, pantorium, 
or cleaning works, in which gasoline, benzine, naphtha, or other explosive 
or dangerous :fl.11ids are· used for the purpose of cleaning or renovating 
wearing apparel or other fabrics, in any building any part of which is used 
as a. residence or lodging-house. 
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SEc. 2. Penalty. Any person convicted of viola.ting the provisions of 
the foregoing section sha.ll be fined in a. sum not exceeding 1lfty (GO) nor less 
tha.n ten (1 0) dolla.rs. 

SEc. 3. In e:trect. This ac•·, being deemed of im.m.edia.te importance, 
sha.ll be in force a.nd effect on a.nd a.fter its publioa.tion in the Iowa State 
Register a.nd the Des MoinEs L!ader, newspapers published in Des Moines, 
Iowa..

· SECTION 1. Penalty. · Whoever enga.ges in a.ny boxing contest or spar­
ring exhibition with or without gloves for a. prize, rewa.rd, or a.nything of 
va.lue, a.t which a.n a.dmiasion fee is cha.rged or received, either directly or 
indirectly, and whoever knowingly aids, a.bets, or a.ssists in a.ny suoll box­
ing contest or sparring e:x:hibitioD, a.nd a.ny owner or lessee of a.ny ground, 
lot, building, ha.ll, or structure of a.ny kind knowingly permitting the same 
tote used for such boxing contest or spa.rring exhibition, sha.ll be fin€d not 
exceeding three hundred dolla.rP, or imprisonment in the county ja.U not 
exoe€din~ ninety da.ys. .
